Washington, Oct. 15 — (/!')— The 


United Nations launch an attack 
at Quebec tomorrow upon one of 
the world's primary ills —hunger.

cabinet abolished the religious or- 
ganization control law in compli- 
ance with MacArthur's demand for 
religious freedom in Japan. 
It was not immediately

whether the Japanese cabinet's ac- 
tion would havejlhe effect of abol- 
ishing state Shihtoism, by

the Japanese t>eople are compelled

But there is good news on thu 


measles front. 
A simple method 


ol minting measles milder has been 
found. 
The American lied Cross 


has announced that gamma globu- 
lin is now available through De- 
partments 
of 
Health. 
Gamma 


globulin is made from pooled hu- 
man serum. As most of the adults 
who contribute blood in collection 
centers have had measles, their 
blood contains anti-bodies against 
measles. 


Gamma globulin is given follow- 


ing the filth clay after exposure. 
Purpose is to modify measles, not 
to prevent it. If measles is pre- 
vented, protection will last only a 
shoil time and then the patient is 
susceptible again. 
If measles is 


modified, a light attack occurs, and 
permanent protection' conferred. 
CONSTANTLY A THREAT 


Measles is constantly present in 


our larger citeis. Most common in 
the colder months, it may become 
epidemic at any time. Only require- 
ment is a sufficient number of un- 
protected persons who have not had 
the disease. Public Health officials, 
do not recommend deliberately ex- 
posing any child to measles. If 
the child is exposed in the natura 
course of events, this meets with 
their approval.

Just before the skin breaks out 


with the rash, little pin point spots 
appear in the mouth. They have a 
white or bluish center surrounded 
by a red zone. When present they 
arc an indication 'that the measles 
eruption is on the way. Rash be- 
gins on head and trunk at hair 
margin, most marked behind the 
ears and between the scapulae. Skin 
is quickly invilved all over so that 
on the third clay, only 'the elbows 
and feet are free. Rash is at its 
height on the fifth day when it 
starts to fade, clearing up in the 
reverse order in which it appeared. 
Slight discoloration and scalincss 
of the skin follows.
